R. P. Bland, who delivered an able 
address on the silver question. 
The Schumann (juartette, of Chi­ 
cago, was cnthusiasliraily received 
last evening and encored repeated­ 
ly. 
Rev. C. N. Cate’s illustrated 
lecture upon the Holy Land was 
thoroughly enjoyable. 
The Schumanns will a] )pear this 
evening, at which time Rev. C. N. 
Cate will 
deliver his final lecture, 
taking for his subject, ^‘Picturesque 
Washington.” 
Tomorrow is Recog­ 
nition day, and a fine programme 
has been prepared. 
The silver question has more than 
ordinary 
interest 
at 
the 
present 
time, and 
Hon. R. 
P. Bland was 
followed with the closest attention 
by his audience. 
He spoke as fol­ 
lows: 


HON. R. p. 
e l a n d ’s a d d r e s s. 
The greed of man, 
hi^ 
love 
of 
wealth for the power 
it gives to 
dominate and control, his miserly 
fears, his heartless purpose to en­ 
slave the world that he may dictate 
the terms on which his less gifted 
or unfortunate fellow-man may live 
and move and have a being, 
this 
fell spirit of selfishness caused the 
silver question. 
But for the mad 
crush for riches and power that has 
set the world insane in the acquisi­ 
tion of inordinate wealth, in the 
closing period 
of 
the 
nineteenth 
century we would not now, as we 
had not for thousands of years, a 
silver question to settle. 
Centuries'" had 
come and gone 
with all their changes for weal or 
woe, yet there was none so bold as 
to lay the confiscating hand of the 
despicable miser upon the mon^y of 
the poor. 
It is true this fell spirit 
was abroad in the 
land when the 
insatiable Shylocks of Europe with 
frenzied clamor demanded the de­ 
monetization of gold during the un­ 
precedented yield of that metal in 
the 50’s from the mines of Califor­ 
nia and Australia. 
It did not suc­ 
ceed; probably because these great 
outputs of gold were short-lived and 
begun to heavily decline before the 
sacrilegious hand was ready to deal 
the assassin’s blow. 
Then came the 6o’s. 
The riches 
of 
the 
Comstock 
were 
heralded 
abroad— a thousand times magni­ 
fied. 
Mountains were pictured as 
buttresses with glittering chimneys 
and vast chambers of pure silver 
to be melted by piling wood and 
fire against the mountain side, the 
liquid metal running down in tons 
at the touch of heat. / The money 
changers of 
the Old World and 
of 
the New were startled. 
Silver 
must be suppressed, 
else money 
would be so cheap that a bond or 
mortgage 
would 
scarcely 
value 
more than the paper on which it 
was written. 
The pitiless hand of “ Blood and 
Iron” of the Old and the Shermans 
of the New World struck at silver— 
they gave it a deadly blow. 
They 
struck in this free country stealthily. 
It was the deed of the assassin. 
Silver was demonetized, but none 
knew it— it was 
a 
secret. 
But 
“ murder will out”— hence we have 
the silver question. 
What is the silver question? 
It 
is the question 
whether the foul 
crime of demonetizing silver in this 
country in 1873 shall be condoned, 
yea, shall be repeated, and that, 
too, in the house of its professed 
friends. 
The silver question as presented 
to us to-day is, shall we 
repeal all 
laws in the statute books recogniz­ 
ing silver as having a 
place at our 
mints as a part of 
our 
permanent 
monetary system? 
In other words, 
are we to abandon the fight for the 
full restoration of silver to the free 
or unlimited coinage that prevailed 
for over 80 
years of 
our 
history, 
from the first mint 
act of 
1792 to 
1873. 
Shall 
we 
surrender 
igno- 
minioiLsiy to the 
Shylocks of 
the 
Old World and their satellites here 
who demand of us silver 
demone­ 
tization and the system of a single 
gold standard? 
That is 
the silver 


(luestion just now 
presented to the 
free people of 
Missouri 
as well as 
every other stale in the union. 
We are told tlic (luestion is sini])ly 
the.rejieal of the so-called “ Sher­ 
man A ct.” 
1 hat it is not the real 
issue. 
'I'he reol issue is the total 
elimination of silver from our coin­ 
age. 
'Die Shylock advocates shall 
not evade tlie issue. 
The rc[)eal of 
the Sherman law and to stop there, 
is, as all know, a total abrogation 
of the last vestige of the law that 
authorizes the coinage of the silver 
dollar. 
The Sherman law, like all 
other make-shifts to prevent free 
coinage, ought to be replaced with 
a free-coinage bill. 


FREE COINAGE. 


Free coinage means that it shall 
be free for all to take their bullion 
silver or gold to the mints and have 
it coined into legal-tender money. 
There may or may not be a mint 
charge. 
The holders of gold bul­ 
lion now have this freedom at our 
mints, the only charge being for 
the alloy used; 
this 
the 
bullion 
owner is required to pay for, and 
this only. 
Silver, since 1873, 
been denied this prerogative. 
We 
have coined silver since then only 
in limited amounts and on govern­ 
ment account. That is, the govern­ 
ment fixes the amount to be coined 
and buys the bullion. 
We want no 
limitations 
and 
no 
government 
buying 
of bullion, but let 
silver 
be coined on the same terms and 
conditions as gold. 
This was our 
monetary 
system 
or 
coinage 
law from 1792 to 1883. 
The bullion value of gold and its 
coining 
value is the same. 
The 
bullion is at a practical par with 
the 
coin for the 
reason that the 
bullion can without cost, or at a 
very 
slight 
cost, 
be coined into 
legal-tender 
money. 
A note 
or 
piece of bullion that can at once be 
converted into cash will not be dis­ 
counted but will pass 
current as 
cash, hence gold bullion is money 
without coining, or at least it will 
be so received in commerce. 
It 
will pass at the value fixed by the 
mint. 
If I hold a piece of silver 
bullion that I am free'at all times 
to have coined 
into a dollar I will 
not suffer a discount, but will de­ 
mand a dollar for it because I can 
at the mint convert it into a dollar. 
Under the system 
of free coinage 
all 
silver bullion would be worth 
what it would coin. 
The amount 
of bullion 
in the 
dollar, instead of being discounted 
as now, would fetch a dollar because 
it could at any time be converted 
into a dollar at the 
mint. 
This 
proposition is self-evident. 
The 
silver dollar to-day 
is 
worth as 
much as 
the 
gold 
dollar. 
The 
amount of silver in the dollar un­ 
coined is not worth as much as the 
coined silver dollar, for the reason 
It cannot be converted at the mint 
into a dollar. 
I hold a silver dollar 
in my hand. 
It is as good as gold. 
Should my house burn down to­ 
night ¡and melt this silver dollar 
back to bullion I could no longer 
get a dollar for it— neither a silver 
dollar, nor a gold dollar, nor a 
paper 
dollar. 
Though 
the 
metal 
in 
the 
silver 
dollar 
were 
worth 
seventy 
times 
as 
much as the paper in the greenback 
dollar or silver certificate, I could 
not buy this piece of paper with my 
silver 
bullion, 
because 
I 
can 
convert my paper into a dollar but 
cannot go to the mint and have my 
melted dollar recoined. 
But suppose we had a 
law that 
permitted me to go freely to the 
mint with my silver dollar. 
In that 
case I would have ray melted silver 
coin struck into a full legal tender 
silver dollar. 
I would lose nothing; 
my melted dollar would stand the 
test of fire. All silver bullion would 
be worth at 
least what the mint 
fixed for it in the coinage. 
With free coinage 
silver 
would 
be its own 
standard. 
The coined 
dollar wouid 
always be 
the same 
value as the uncoined 
bullion, and 
vice versa. 
We would then have a 
silver standard and a gold standard, 
or 
more 
accurately speaking, we 
woukl have a union of standards, a 
union of money— gohl 
and silver. 
As has been illustrated 
before, we 
would have two sources of supply 
for our 
monetary standard. 
Like 
two reservoirs of 
water connected 
I by a pipe— drawn from but one, the

I realize perfectly that it were a 
vain 
and 
fruitless 
endeavor if a 
man 
should undertake to set him­ 
self right and keep 
himself right 
through the 
columns of a newspa­ 
per, because it is an 
adage that a 
lie 
can 
travel around 
the world 
while the truth is putting on its 
boots. 
I make this 
reflection because I 
am represented in the 
Gazette as 
basing my opposition to the Pros­ 
pect street railway on the fact that 
it would make too much noise. 
Now I believe every man who 
heard me, except the re])orter, will 
remember that I expressly refrained 
from specifying the reasons of my 
opposition 
because, 
as I 
said, 
I 
presumed the party had not assem­ 
bled in order to 
hear them, and 
moreover, because they were of a 
private and a personal 
nature ex­ 
clusively, and I did not believe it 
would be in good taste to give sucli 
matters so much of publicity, nor 
did I know that they w’ould inqircs.s 
a promiscuous assemblage with so 
much force as 
they 
did me. 
I 
s'ated, 
however, 
that 
I had 
ob­ 
jections to the railway, and sorry 
as 
I was to oppose the wishes of 
my neighbors and fellow citizens, ; 
yet my objections were very serious 
and well nigh insujierable. 
Mayor 
Stevens 
followed me and 
quoted 
my 
remarks 
as 
applicable to his 
own 
case. 
I furthermore 
stated 
that I had had on that day an inter­ 
view with Judge Metsker which was 
so 
re-assuring 
and 
satisfactory 
to me that there seemed really to be 
no occasion for me to discuss the 
matter in detail. 
Our conversation was not private 
but was in the presence of a third 
party, and I now violate no confi­ 
dence in repeating the substance of 
that interview. 
In it the 
judge 
gave me definite and express assur­ 
ance that if “ one person” remained 
who did not give his consent for 
the railway to run 
on 
Prospect 
street he would drop the enterprise 
so far as that street was concerned, 
and said he could find another out­ 
let that would answer his purpose 


about, or quite as well. 
He said in 
addition that he was not much con­ 
cerned about it anyway, inasmuch 
as the returns on the investment 
were not for the present, but merely 
prospective. 
Assurances 
like 
these, 
of 
course, 
rid 
me 
of 
anxiety 
entirely 
because 
I 
know the judge to be a man of ver­ 
acity and integrity and no blandish­ 
ments or importunity could for a 
moment tempt him to go back on 
his 
voluntary and explicit assur­ 
ances. 
Of course it would not im­ 
pose on the least intelligence if any 
one should pretend tirât it was not 
he, but others who would be urging 
on 
the 
contest, since 
no 
one 
else could maintain the contest a 
moment without his connivance and 
encouragement. 
He 
will 
never 
condescend 
to 
a subterfuge like 
that, 
fur 
the 
maximum 
is 
that 
“ whatever 
a 
man 
does 
through 
another he does himself.” There is 
another phase of 
this subject of 
paramount 
importance 
to 
all 
the 
patrons 
of 
Prospect 
school 
that 
seems 
to 
have 
been 
ig­ 
nored or overlooked entirely. 
One gentleman on Quincy street 
objected to the railway there for the 
reason that he had children playing 
on the street liable to be hurt bv 
the cars.

The 
importance

western man and his arguments are 
entitled to the careful considera­ 
tion of every man who aspires to 
be an intelligent voter. 


T h e doctrine of 
the anarchist is 
not the natural product of our in­ 
stitutions. 
Whatever may be the 
excuse for the doctrine in the des­ 
potisms of the Old World, where the 
masses of the people have been op­ 
pressed for centuries, it is out of 
place in a land where wrongs can 
be righted at the ballot box and 
where' government is based upon 
the consent of the governed, as i t 
is in this country. 
The man who 
denounces all organized society and 
raises the red flag against every­ 
thing that is pure and holy is a 
public 
enemj 
and 
should 
be 
shunned by every good citizen of 
CTcry. condition in life. 
He who 
would destroy 
property rights and 
the laws which protect the homes 
of America is as much the enemy 
of the laboring man as he is of the 
millionaire. 


The telegraph reports some of 
the largest smelters in the silver 
section as about to close down b e­ 
cause of the depreciation in the 
value of the white metal. 
Many 
mines will also be closed and thous­ 
ands of working men will be thrown 
out of employment. 
It is singular 
to 
see 
a 
government taxing 
its 
people 
to encourage iron mining 
and at the same time doing all in 
its power to discourage silver min­ 
ing.

dearer those dollars

them. That the unit of value has 
increased by reason of demonetizing 
silver is shown by the increased 
price of the Indian rupee following 
the first step toward a gold stand­ 
ard.

In 
fact, 
there seems to be a shrinkage of 
values all along the line about com­ 
mensurate with the depreciation of 
silver. 
If this 
thing goes much 
further a bond calling for a certain 
number of dollars per year will be 
a mighty handy thing to own.

abundant metal we would probably 
draw more abundantly upon that 
stock than upon the gold stocks. 
In 
other 
words, 
if 
silver 
were 
cheaper at any time than gold we 
would draw mostly upon the sil­ 
ver supply— that increased demand 
on the silver reserve would set to 
work the law of supply and demand. 
The demand being greater for sil­ 
ver than gold would tend to raise 
the relative value of silver and les­ 
son the value of gold. 
The demand 
for gold 
would 
cease, 
hence 
it 
would fall in relative value. 
The 
demand for silver would increase, 
it 
would rise in relation to gold. 
In this way the two metals being 
connected by legal-tender laws and 
open mints would by the law of 
the supply and demand be kept at 
practical parity of value. 
The two 
metals thus linked together would 
constitute a monetary supply that 
could not be so suddenly expanded 
or contracted as when the standard 
or supply is confined to but one. 
The whole monetary stocks of gold 
and silver are, by the laws of the 
mint, 
melted 
into one monetary 
mass. 
So many grains of gold to 
be equal in legal-tender to so many 
grains of silver, and vice versa. 
All the gold and all the silver to 
be coined at this legal ratio makes 
in fact but one standard, yet the 
standard is composed of two metals 
fused into one by the law and the 
melting pot. 
This is the dual stan­ 
dard in the bimetallic system. 
A 
system that was not disturbed in 
this country for over eighty years 
and succeeded without fault or de­ 
rangement in the monetary laws of 
France for about the same period. 
Indeed, by the laws and customs of 
the different countries of the world 
— some using silver, some gold and 
others both at a fixed ratio— the two

metals for thousands of years have 
been virtually one mass of money. 
For the past twenty years the gold 
reservoir has been drawn upon by 
the principal nations almost exclu­ 
sively, so that this extraordinary de­ 
mand has caused a divergence be­ 
tween the relative values of gold 
and silver. 
The connecting pipe of 
free coinage for silver was removed 
in this country and Germany in 
1873. 
propose to restore this 
connecting pipe so as to cause the 
silver waters to flow freely to re­ 
plenish the shrinking gold supply 
thus to restore the monetary equilib­ 
rium, to steady prices and sustain 
A hundred years ago the people 
along the Atlantic seaboard were a 
great people. 
We descended from 
them, we are proud 
of 
them and 
their 
achievements. 
They 
are a 
great people still, but we feel that 
their 
parental 
solicitude 
for 
us 
should cease. 
We think 
we are a 
great people, too; 
they should 
be 
proud of us. 
Come to think of it, 
the largest part of our imperial do­ 
main— over 
two 
million 
square 
miles of it— lies west of the Missis­ 
sippi, while not half that is on the 
eastern side. We are rich in natural 
resources 
of 
agricultural 
and 
minerals, and 
especially so in the 
precious metals. 
It is here that th.e 
world must look with 
longing eyes 
for future monetary supply. 
It is 
here that gold and silver abound 
together in nature's arms lie depos­ 
ited in the earth 
for enrichment of 
the world in the years to come. 
Shall we lay the suicidal hand of 
the unpatriotic miser upon this fair­ 
est and richest part of God's foot­ 
stool? 
It shall not be done. 
Assembled here to-day 
in this, 
the central part of our great State 
of Missouri, looking to the west of 
us two thousand miles, we behold a 
country spanned in all directions by 
railroad and telegraph lines. 
We 
see the snow capped peaks of the 
Rockies and the Sierras guarding 
with frigid awe the treasures of gold 
and silver imbedded in their sides. 
We sec along their declivities the 
foliage of the grandest forests man 
ever beheld. 
We let fall the eye to 
the valley below; we now see the 
green verdure skirting the mountain 
base. 
Our vision fails us as we at­ 
tempt 
to span 
these 
valleys 
or 
measure 
their length, 
depth and 
ravishing beauty. 
We now turn to 
the north of us to behold the great 
Dakotas— marvelous in cereal pro­ 
duction. 
We 
descend 
through 
the 
states 
of 
the 
great 
Northwest 
to 
the 
vast 
In­ 
dian Territory and Oklahoma 
till 
we reach the magnificent states of 
Arkansas and Texas. 
Texas alone 
larger in area than France. 
In this vast empire west of the 
Mississippi 
lies more 
than 
the 
wealth of the Indies, so prophetic­ 
ally and patriotically described by 
Missouri's great 
son, Thomas H. 
Benton. 
Many of those who hear 
me now will live to see this part of 
our common heritage teeming with 
a population greater than our whole 
union to-day. 
But a brief period 
ago a look across the Alleghanies 
beheld a western wilderness. 
T o ­ 
day the Mississippi may be consid­ 
ered the line between the east and 
the west. 
If our Atlantic brethren are de­ 


termined they will have nothing of 
our vast wealth in precious metal— 
silver— then we at least may 
de­ 
mand free mint. 
We can and shall 
utilize this great source of power. 
We are able and more than willing 
to use it all. 
But we are not alone 
in this demand. 
The great popula­ 
tion of the whole Mississippi valley, 
west and south,,arc demanding it. 
In the language of ‘ *Old Hickory," 
''B y the 
Eternal." 
we intend tb 
have it,! 


No miserable ‘ 'Miss Nancy" fear 
of "silver inundation," "debased 
standard,"— the false and villainous 
cry 
of 
shylock— can 
stag­ 
ger 
the 
stalwart 
freemen 
of 
the 
west 
and 
south. 
They 
know their 
constitutional 
rights; 
they know their needs; 
' ‘knowing 
they dare maintain." 
The consti­ 
tutional right of the people to the 
use of gold and silver as money 
metals must and shall be accorded 
them. 
No political party can deny 
this demand and survive the denial. 
This has been tried. 
It must not 
be repeated. 
We are solemnly warned by the 
gold standard advocates that free 
coinage will result in a single stand­ 
ard of silver. 
But we remind these 
prophets that we have the single 
standard now. 
They tenaciously 
adhere to the single standard of 
gold. 
There is nothing human or 
divine in all history that points to 
gold as a superior standard to silver. 
Indeed, silver is older than gold as 
a money in«>^l. 
Its adherents in 
the world to-day as a standard of 
money outnumber the gold standard 
people more than three to one. 
As 
compared to all 
commodities 
it 
is 
to-day 
more 
staple 
in 
value 
than 
gold. 
It is 
an 
ad­ 
mitted fact by the most trustworthy 
statisticians of both sides of the 
([ uestion that gold as measured by 
commodities generally, has appre­ 
ciated or risen in value at least 50 
per cent, since silver demonetiza­ 
tion. 
It is also admitted that as 
compared to other things than gold, 
silver has not fallen in value, but 
remained about stationary. A mon­ 
ey standard as compared to com­ 
modities ought to be as staple as 
possible so as to preserve the cipiity 
of contracts. 
If silver has done 
this and gold has not, confessedly 
silver is the better standard of the 
two. 
What virtue, then, is there in 
this hue and cry against silver— 
this blind worshipping of the "gold­ 
en calf." The fall in silver as com­ 
pared to gold has but kept even 
pace with commodities generally. 
When wc find silver falling as com­ 
pared to gold, we also find wheat, 
corn, ami cotton, and other pro­ 
ducts of labor, especially agricul­ 
tural 
products, going 
down with 
silver. 
This 
has 
been 
shown 
by 
the history of current prices 
for 
the 
past 
twenty 
years. 
But we are not the advocates of 
the single standaid of money; we 
insist that our monetary system, as 
well as our structure of 
credits, 
shall be founded on the broad basis 
of both metals. 
In short, we insist 
upon the constitutional right of the 
free coinage of both metals. 
We 
refuse to be tied to either metal, 
but propose to tie the two together 
to compel them, thus yoked, to pull 
us through the 
financial quagmires 
into which the gold standard has 
dragged us. 
No one has the hardi­ 
hood 
to 
say we now have more 
money in circulation than is needed, 
yet we are advised 
by the gold 
party to stop all legal tender issues 
Why should we do this? 
They tell 
us because our gold is being driven 
out of the country. 
Shall we con­ 
tract our currency to the end that 
we may by some process squeeze 
gold 
from 
the 
pockets of other 
nations; must we lower prices here 
for the express purpose of compell­ 
ing gold to our shoies; are we sure 
the Shylocks of the Old World will 
not put the screws still tighter on 


t h e i r slaves so as to thwart our 
purpose; are we invited to war for 
gold based upon the theory of en­ 
slaving ourselves that we may run 
amuck with the 
slave-drivers 
of 
Europe; must we set our laboring 
people on a crusade of money con­ 
traction and falling prices with the 
vain hope of competing in this sort 
of suffering and degradation with 
the populations of the Old World? 
The question is, shall the Shy­ 
locks of the Old World and the 
New put their single golden lash to 
the backs of the laboring masses 
there and here? 
We intend to enter upon no such 
competition; when it comes t© pass 
that the loss of a few millions of 
gold by any gold-using nation shakes 
the foundation of the finances of 
all, it is time to inquire how long 
the system can last without disaster. 
Australia a few months ago set 
the pace with failures of near a half 
billion of dollars. 
Lombard street 
is still trembling in the balance and 
Wall street rocks to and fro. 
We 
have come to the time when the 
monetary balance of power is all 
important. 
The money kings 
of 
Europe and this country have come 
to an agreement, so to speak. 
They 
propose to parcel out, as near as 
may be, the gold supr 
dif­ 


ferent nations in the combine so as 
to prevent, if possible, a collapse 
and yet tò grind the faces of the 
poor as long as it is safe. 
Bismarck 
once aptly illustrated the situation 
of the single gold basis by compar­ 
ing it to two men shivering in the 
cold while trying to get under a 
blanket only large enough for one. 
How soon are we to be kicked from 
under this narrow covering? 
A few millions of gold, exported 
to pay the balances of trade against 
us caused by shutting’ off our ex­ 
ports under 
the 
McKinley 
bill, 
gives Wall street the chills. 
If we 
draw upon Lombard street for a 
few pounds sUrliug Loudon has the 
nightmàre. 
» 
Since the McKinley law got in­ 
to full play, cutting of! our exports, 
and especially for the last twelve 
months, we have been sending our 
gold to pay this balance against us. 
I have before me the statement of 
our foreign commerce, issued from 
the 
treasury 
department, 
which 
shows that from Jan. 
ist to May 
31st, of the the present year, our 
imports of merchandise has exceed­ 
ed our 
exports by 
Ì96,196,591. 
During the same period our exports 
of gold exceeded our imports $60, 
253>683, 
thus 
showing as 
con­ 
clusively as facts and figures can 
show that it is the tariff law, and 
not the silver law, that drives our 
gold from us by cutting of! our ex­ 
ports of commodities, 
especially 
our exports of farm products. 
Last fall every Democratic orator 
east, west, north and south, charged 
the 
tariff with these 
evils; now, 
however, all is changed. 
We are 
admonished 
that it is silver, not 
tariff; that the only thing threaten­ 
ing our prosperity is silver. 
The 
comment 
to make on this reversal 
of opinions and pledges need not be 
staled. 
During the last campaign 
we called attention to the fact that 
the McKinley law cut off our export 
trade; we denounced that 
bill 
as 
the cause of our financial difficulties. 
Little was said about silver except 
especially 
in the west and 
south. 
We 
promised 
its full restoration. 
We then accounted for our loss of 
trade and the export of gold by the 
operations of the McKinley bill. 
But now it is silver that is caus­ 
ing all this trouble. 
We are advis­ 
ed that of all things the first to be 
done to insure prosperity is the de­ 
monetization of silver, or the same 
thing— the repeal of the Sherman 
law— and to stop there. 
If this is 
done the democratic party will have 
perpetrated upon the people of this 
country the grandest fraud of the 
nineteenth century, the 
Sherman 
demonetization 
of 
1873 
cepted. 
But, it IS said, we promised to re­ 
peal the Sherman law. 
So we did, 
but the promise was coupled with 
the pledge for the free coinage of 
gold and silver on equal terms. Are 
we to give Wall street its part of the 
platform and deny the west 
and 
south, so to speak, the free coinage 
part; shall we surrender absolutely 
to the money power? 
For thousands of years 
gold 
and 
sil­ 
ver circulated the world over, side by side. 
From 1803 to 
1873 
equality of value 
ranged along the line of the F'rench ratio of 
to 
I. or fifteen and one-half pounds 
of silver was equal in value to one pound of 
gold. 
France, by her open mints to both 
metals as full legal tender at this ratio, sus­ 
tained this value. 
T his ratio held good till 
the demonetization in this country and G er­ 
many in 1873 ciiused France to temporarily 
suspend silver in 1874, and finally suspend 
in 1878. 
Had we passed a free coinage act 
in 1878 instead of an act limiting silver coin­ 
age, no doubt France would have immedi­ 
ately opened her mints, providing we had 
agreed to the ratio of 15]^. 
The question 
as to the power of France to maintain this 
ratio is admitted by 
all— both gold advo­ 
cates and bimetalists. 
That France, in con­ 
junction with the 
Ivutin Union, could re­ 
open her mints to free coinage of silver at 
15 ^ to I and maintain the parity, is not de* 
nied, but practically admitted. 
This is the 
inference drawn from the report of the royal 
commissioner of 1878. 
A fter giving the fluctuations of silver as 
compared to gold in the ratio of 15 ^ 
to i 
since the crusade of demonetization in 1873, 
this commission composed of twelve mem­ 
bers, all of them men of known ability as 
monetary economists, one-half of them un­ 
compromising 
gold 
mono-metalists, 
sub­ 
mitted a report holding that the free coinage 
of silver by the Latin Union had given that 
commodity a fixity of value that the metal 
has not had since free coinage w’as aban­ 
doned and in that report say: 
“ So long as that system was in force we 
think that, notwithstanding the changes in 
the 
production 
and 
use 
of 
the precious 
metals, it kepLthè market price of silver ap­ 
proximately steady at the ratio fixed by law 
between them, namely, 
to i . ” 
Italy, Belgium , Switzerland and Greece 
compose the Latin 
Union. 
Italy, during 
the whole period of the Union from 1866, 
has been on a 
circulation of 
depreciated 
paper, hence but 
a portion of the other 
states, except France, are not considerable. 
France, in fact, is the power of the Latin 
Union, 
and 
since 
the 
formation 
of 
the 
Union as well as before, that is since 
1803. 
maintained free coinage and the parity of 
the two metals at the ratio of 15^^ to i. 
Since we in point of territory, population 
and vast wealth, both developed and to be 
developed, increasing in wealth nearly fifty 
per cent, every decade, and in population a 
million and a half annually, may I not in 
truth and just pride declare that our power 
is as great 
as France and England com ­ 
bined. 
Since France coined free at a parity 
for over seventy years at a ratio of 115^, 
why should we shrink from 16 to I. 
I think we ought to adopt the 1 5 ^ and 
thus unify the bi-m etalic system. 
T he re­ 
port of this commission sets forth the im­ 
portant facts proving the principle of bi- 
metalism. 
The fact that France maintained 
it for over seventy years, the further fact 
that the parity was kept not only in France 
by force of the bi-m etallic law, but through­ 
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out the world, as the jfollowing before quoted 
from the royal commission fully illustrates: 
“ The fact that the owner of silver could, 
in the last resort, lake it to those mints 
and 
have it converted into coin 
which would 
purchase commodities at the ratio of 15^4 
of silver to one of gold, would, in our opin­ 
ion, be likely to affect the price of silver in 
the market generally, whoever the purchaser 
and for whatever country it was destined. 
It would enable the seller to stand out for a 
price approximating to the .legal ratio and 
would tend to keep the market steady at 
about that point. 
For a British royal commission, composed 
of 
experts, six of whom were 
strenuous 
gold advocates, to make such an admission 
closes the 
argument And 
surrenders 
the 
whole case to the bi-metalists. 
This Is all 
we have ever contended for; there is no 
room for further controversy. 
The only 
thing left for us is the courage and patriot­ 
ism to act. 


If gold and silver could be exchanged here 
for our commodities at the ratio of 15 ^ or 
16 to I, while England demanded 20 to i, 
we would at once get the trades of all Asia 
and nearly all of 
South 
Am erica, 
VVe 
would, moreover, bring England and Ger­ 
many to their knees; we would not buy of 
them except upon the terms o f this ratio. 
This would bring bankruptcy and ruin to 
their manufacturers, for Am erica is their 
richest m arket. 
The manufacturers of cot­ 
ton in Manchester, who ship their goods to 
India for sale there, have become the most 
aggressive 
bi-metalists in the world; 
for 
they must take in exchange the silver rupee, 
hence they are intensely interested in the 
value o f the rupee. 
For the same reason 
the whole manufacturing power of England 
and VV’^estern Europe, whose best market is 
here. Selling to us at the ratio of 16 to i, 
would become a bi-metallic power that the 
bond holding and fixed income classes could 
no longer resist. 
Bi-m etallic coinage here would at once 
settle the question for thfe worM. 
England 
could not stand out for a market ratio of 
20 or 25 to I, when the silver standard 
countries, constituting more than two-thirds 
of the world’s population, could, by trading 
\Hth us, effect exchanges at 16 to i . 
W ith 
freer trade and fiee coinage we vvGuld com­ 
mand the trade of the Orient and the O cci­ 
dent. 
Our commerce would again sweep 
the 
seas; the dollar, and 
not the pound 
sterling, 
would be arbiter of the world’s 
money. 
N ew York, not London, would be 
the world’s clearing-house, whereas to-day 
New York is the mere tool or agent for Lon­ 
don financiers. 
Instead of coining our own 
immense wealth into money, we are invited 
to p ay trilmte to English 
gold standard. 
Our self-degredation and ftunkyism has be­ 
come so apparent that 
English customs, 
manners and overpowering 
provincial im ­ 
portance 
is aped by New York 
bankers. 
W e o f the stalwart weit are regarded by 
these English dudes and-their imitators here 
as but a degree above the whilom savage who 
roamed our prairies. 
This assumed superiority, awe-inspiring, 
domineering, dictatorial method*'will not be 
submitted to. 
Let the Sherman law be' repealed with a 
free coinage bill. 
This will be insisted upon 
to the end. 
In concluding his address, Mr. Bland re­ 
ferred to the late act of the council of India 
in 
suspending silver coinage and thought 
that that action had been dictated by British 
influence in hope that rt would tend to pre­ 
vent the United States from adopting free 
coinage; he regarded it as a part o f the con­ 
spiracy to strike down silver in this country.
